Obama signs border security bill

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama Friday 
signed a bill that tightens secu¬ 
rity at the Mexico border, hop¬ 
ing to address the hot issue of 
illegal immigration in the run¬ 
up to November congressional 
elections. 
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The 600-million-dollar leg¬ 
islation hikes visa fees for 
some IT workers entering the 
United States, and has had 
been slammed by Indian in¬ 
dustry. 

The fee increases pay for 
1,000 new US Border Patrol 
agents to form a "strike force" 
for quick deployment, 250 new 
Immigration and Customs En¬ 
forcement agents as well as 
250 new Customs and Border 
Protection officers at ports of 
entry. It also boosts communi¬ 
cations among law-enforce¬ 
ment officials. 

The new law nearly doubles 
fees on visas for skilled work¬ 
ers brought in by companies 
whose staffs are more than 50 
percent foreign, a move that 
largely affects India’s IT and 
outsourcing industries. 

US Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano 
said that the fee hike, proposed 
and approved by Congress, 
"makes a lot of sense." 

"What it’s saying is that 
we’re going to make sure that 
we pay for immigration... out 
of the visa system," she told a 
White House press briefing. 

"And that way, it doesn’t 
come out of the general fund, 
which is necessary for so many 


other things," she said. 

"The Senate was able to 
find a way to fund this bill that 
doesn't add to the deficit and 
allows us to get the enforce¬ 
ment monies we need on a per¬ 
manent basis," she said. 

She said she did not think 
the issue would affect relations 
between the United States and 
India. 

"I think the United States 
and India have a robust and 
vital relationship, and nothing 
in this bill should interfere 
with that," she said. 

India's National Association 
of Software and Services 
Companies has warned that the 
measures will boost annual US 
visa costs for the outsourcing 
industry by 200-250 million 
dollars annually. 

India, which already holds 
at least 50 percent of the global 
outsourcing market, has be¬ 
come the world's back office 
where Western firms set up 
call centers, number-crunching 
and software development out¬ 
lets to cut costs. 

But the 50-billion-dollar in¬ 
dustry also sends skilled work¬ 
ers to the United States to 
develop software and direct 
projects for US clients. 


Resistance grows 
among Christian 
Democrats 


The number of signatories to a 
petition by Christian Democ¬ 
rats against the involvement of 
Geert Wilders and his anti- 
Islam PVV party in any gov¬ 
ernment has reached 333. 

Since the petition was pub¬ 
lished in Trouw on Thursday, 
the number of signatories dou¬ 
bled from an initial 44 to 100 
in one day. By Friday after¬ 
noon it had reached 333. 

The signatories want the 
party to stop negotiating with 
the PVV and the Liberal VVD 
for a minority government 
supported in parliament by 
Wilders. They say the ideology 
of the PVV is 'against the 
Dutch constitution and a threat 
to our demoncratic society'. 

A spokesman for party 
leader Maxime Verhagen told 
the press on Thursday that Ver¬ 
hagen understands the con¬ 
cerns of the party members, 
but added: 'We are only at the 
beginning of negotiations and 
it's the result that matters'.

South Asian 
superbug claims 
first fatality 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - A Bel- 
gian man became the first 
known fatality of a drug-resis¬ 
tant "superbug" originating in 
South Asia, reinforcing fears 
the germ could spread world¬ 
wide after infecting dozens of 
people in Britain and Australia. 

The unnamed patient be¬ 
came infected while hospi¬ 
talised in Pakistan and died in 
June, a doctor from the Brus¬ 
sels hospital where he had 
been treated told Belgian 
media on Friday. 

The superbug comprises a 
bacterium containing an en¬ 
zyme gene called New Delhi 
metallo-lactamase-1 (NDM-1) 
that makes it impervious to 
treatment by almost all antibi¬ 
otics. 


is scheduled for the end of Au¬ 
gust when Verhagen will ex¬ 
plain to party members what 
sort of support Wilders is of¬ 
fering and what he wants in re¬ 
turn.

The former 
Nato general secretary told the 
Volkskrant he would not be 
joining 'that herd of old ele¬ 
phants'.

A Debt of Honor

jestad next to the Jewish Synagogue. 

They used to say that, whenever the trade wind changed its direction in the early month of 
May, and blew from the South instead of the Northeast, you could hear the voices of the guards¬ 
men who had served and died in World War II. 

It was said that you could hear those voices with crystalline clarity in the first few years after 
the war at a certain point along the St. Nicolas Bay, but that after those initial years had passed 
the voices started to fade. Today, even if you stand in that very same spot, all you can hear are 
barely audible fragments, murmurs, and wisps of conversations. And you may be tempted to 
tell yourself that you’re only imagining things. 

During the Second World War, Aruban servicemen had sailed on oil tankers and warships and 
had stood guard along the island’s southern shores. Day and night, they would peer into the 
dark-deep waters to try to discern the presence of German submarine U-boats, which had 
swarmed into the Caribbean basin to cut off the Allied supply lines that ran all the way up to 
the European theater of war. 

After the war, in Sunday morning parades, the surviving guardsmen would march with their 
heads held high, shouldering their rifles and carrying their flag with dignity and pride. 

There used to be quite a few of them, but today most have passed on. Every year the group 
grows smaller and soon the day will come that none will be left alive. Many of us are too young 
to remember them. And even if we would hear their names, we wouldn’t know who they were. 
And, yet, they had once taken up arms to defend their community and die for their country. 

Today we lay wreaths to pay homage to their bravery, dedication, discipline, and willingness 
to defend our freedom and way of life. To commemorate not only the suffering and pain but 
also the glory. And, yet, we do not remember who they were. It is only in the pale moonlight, 
and then only if the early May winds blow from the South instead of the Northeast (which isn’t 
very often), that we can still catch glimpses of their heroism and sacrifice. On those rare occa¬ 
sions, remnants of history drift toward us—of ships that were torpedoed, of a buddy who was 
captured and executed, of a guardsman whose silhouette was scorched into the walls of a con¬ 
crete bunker by a final, deadly blast. 

And so we may wonder, what happens to a man’s soul when even the memory of his existence 
fades from the Book of Life? 

Maybe, it is time for us to stand guard, to repay our debt of honor, to peer back into the dark- 
deep ocean of time ... and keep alive the memory of their souls. 


Centro Dakota re-opens 
after completion of first 
phase renovations

Birth order affects child's intelligence 
and personality 


SAN DIEGO - Birth order 
within families has long 
sparked sibling rivalry, but it 
might also impact the child's 
personality and intelligence, 
a new study suggests. First¬ 
borns are typically smarter, 
while younger siblings get 
better grades and are more 
outgoing, the researchers say. 

The findings weigh in on a 
long-standing debate: What 
effect if any does birth order 
have on a person's life? While 
numerous studies have been 
conducted, researchers have 
yet to draw any definitive 
conclusions. 

The results lend support to 
some previous hypotheses - 
for instance, that the eldest 
sibling tends to have higher 
aptitude. But the study also 
contradicts other proposed 
ideas, for example, that first¬ 
borns tend to be more extro¬ 
verted. 

The findings shed light on 
the influence of sibling rela¬ 
tionships, which often re¬ 
ceives less attention compared 
with that of the mother-child 
or father-child relationship, 
said Tiffany L. Frank, a doc¬ 
toral candidate at Adelphi 
University in Fong Island, 
N.Y., who lead the study. 

They also suggest some 
inherent differences between 
siblings exist, differences that 
might arise no matter what 
parents do. "While parents 
might want to treat each child 
equally, it's almost impossi¬ 
ble," Frank said here at the 
118th Annual Convention of 
the American Psychological 
Association. 

Sibling rivalries 

Most previous studies on 
the influence of birth order 
have looked at children from 
different families. For in¬ 
stance, some studies have 
looked at U.S. presidents, 
Nobel Faureates or NASA 
astronauts to see whether 
they are mostly first-born 




children or later born chil¬ 
dren. U.S. presidents and sci¬ 
ence Nobel Faureates were 
found to be overwhelmingly 
first-borns, as were 21 of the 
first 23 NASA astronauts. 
However, these studies can¬ 
not take into account influ¬ 
ences that arise from children 
being in the same family, 
such as the competition that 
might exist between siblings, 
Frank said. 

In addition, most previous 
studies have asked subjects to 
think back to their childhood 
or adolescence, a method that 
might lead to inaccuracies if 
subjects misremember their 
past. 

In the current study, Frank 
and her colleagues surveyed 
90 pairs of siblings in high 
school. Subjects were asked 
to report their grades and 
rank themselves as compared 
with their siblings on intelli¬ 
gence, work ethic and aca¬ 
demic performance. 

The researchers also ob¬ 
tained academic tests scores 
and grades to verify the stu¬ 
dents' own reports. 

F irst-borns received 

higher tests scores, in math 
and verbal ability, while later 
born children had better 
grade point averages in Eng¬ 
lish and math. 

In a second experiment re¬ 
searchers looked at differ¬ 
ences in personality between 
76 pairs of siblings in high 


school. Subjects rated them¬ 
selves on a series of state¬ 
ments designed to assess 
personality. 

Eater born siblings were 
found to be more extroverted 
(sociable, outgoing), senti¬ 
mental, forgiving and open to 
new experiences than their 
older siblings. First-borns 
were found to be more per- 
fectionistic than their 
younger siblings. 

Why? 

First-borns might score 
higher on measures of intelli¬ 
gence, because, at some point 
in their lives, they were only 
children who were the sole 
recipients of their parents' at¬ 
tention. 

Younger siblings might 
earn better grades, because 
they received mentoring from 
first-borns who already had 
to tackle certain subjects, the 
researchers say. Also, later 
bom children might feel extra 
pressure to be competitive, 
and might try to out-do their 
older siblings in the hopes of 
gaining extra attention from 
parents. 

The youngsters might also 
be more open to new experi¬ 
ences, because they "see the 
obstacles that their older sib¬ 
lings have overcome and 
therefore feel more secure in 
challenging themselves," the 
researchers say.

A quarter-pounder with 
statins on the side? 



LONDON (AFP) - Fast food 
restaurants could hand out 
free cholesterol-busting statin 
drugs with their burgers and 
fries so customers can offset 
the heart disease risks caused 
by the food, researchers said. 

Statins lower the amount 
of unhealthy "LDL ?f choles¬ 
terol in the blood, and a raft 
of data has shown they are 
highly effective in fighting 
the risk of a heart attack. 

Scientists at Imperial Col¬ 
lege London said this week 
that taking a statin pill could 
offset the increased risk to the 
heart caused by the fat in a 
medium-sized cheeseburger 
and a small milkshake. 

Dr Darrel Francis, from 
the National Heart and Lung 
Institute at Imperial College 
London, said: ’’Statins don’t 
cut out all of the unhealthy 
effects of burgers and fries. 
It’s better to avoid fatty food 


altogether.” 

’’But we’ve worked 
out that in terms of 
your likelihood of hav¬ 
ing a heart attack, tak¬ 
ing a statin can reduce 
your risk to more or 
less the same degree as 
a fast food meal in¬ 
creases it.” 

The researchers ar¬ 
gued the proposal was 
no different to asking 
people to wear seat- 
belts because of the in¬ 
creased risks to health 
when driving a car. 

’’Likewise, some individu¬ 
als eat unhealthily,” they ar¬ 
gued. 

But health professionals 
gave the proposal a sceptical 
reception. 

Peter Weissberg, medical 
director at the British Heart 
Foundation, said: ’’The sug¬ 
gestion that the harmful ef¬ 
fects of a junk food meal 
might be erased by taking a 
cholesterol-lowering statin 
tablet should not be taken lit¬ 
erally. 

"A junk food diet has a 
wealth of unhealthy conse¬ 
quences beyond raising cho¬ 
lesterol,” he said, including 
raising blood pressure 
through consuming excessive 
salt, or obesity. 

’’Statins are a vital medi¬ 
cine for people with — or at 
high risk of developing — 
heart disease. They are not a 
magic bullet.” 


Generics as good as costly blood 
pressure meds, study finds 


Costly, brand-name blood 
pressure-lowering drugs are 
no better at preventing car¬ 
diovascular disease than 
older, generic diuretics, re¬ 
veals long-term data from a 
large study. 

It included more than 
33,000 patients with high 
blood pressure who were ran¬ 
domly selected to take either 
a diuretic (chlorthalidone) or 
one of two newer drugs — a 
calcium blocker (amlodipine) 
or an ACE inhibitor (lisino- 
pril). 

Data from the Antihyper¬ 
tensive and Lipid-Lowering 
Treatment to Prevent Heart 
Attack Trial (ALLHAT) re¬ 
leased in 2002 showed that 
after four to eight years of 
follow-up, the diuretic was 
better than the calcium 
blocker in preventing heart 
failure and better than the 
ACE inhibitor in preventing 
stroke, heart failure and over¬ 
all cardiovascular disease. 

Differences between the 


drugs narrowed after eight to 
13 years of follow-up, the 
findings show. However, the 
diuretic was still better in two 
areas. Compared with pa¬ 
tients taking the diuretic, 
those in the ACE inhibitor 
group had a 20 percent higher 
death rate from stroke, and 
those in the calcium channel 
blocker group had a 12 per¬ 
cent higher rate of hospital¬ 
ization and death because of 
heart failure. 

The results were to be pre¬ 
sented Friday at the China 
Heart Congress and Interna¬ 
tional Heart Forum in Bei¬ 
jing. 

”We are continuing to 
mine data that we collected 
during the trial,” Dr. Paul 
Whelton, president and CEO 
of Loyola University Health 
System and chairman of 
ALLHAT, said in a university 
news release. 

ALLHAT is sponsored by 
the U.S. National Heart, 
Lung and Blood Institute.

The Westin Aruba Resort has 
been proud to host Toni and 
Scott LaFond of Brooksville, 
Florida and their sons, David 
and Benjamin, who, for the 
past week, enjoyed a “time 
out” on Aruba through the 
Jack and Jill Late Stage Can¬ 
cer Foundation. 

The foundation was in¬ 
spired by the story of Jill and 
John Albert, who faced the 
disruption of family life im¬ 
posed by Jill being diagnosed 
with Stage IV Metastasized 
Breast Cancer. Realizing the 
disease was not only taking 
its toll on Jill physically, but 
on the entire family psycho¬ 
logically, they founded this 
organization dedicated to re¬ 
warding families where a 
parent is diagnosed with can¬ 
cer and a limited life ex¬ 
pectancy the opportunity to 
share treasured memories 
away from the pressure of 
mounting medical bills and 
the constant pall of a terminal 
disease irreparably effecting 
their lives. 

A friend of Toni’s saw the 
foundation spotlighted on 
The Today Show and told her 
she should apply for just such 
an experience. Toni was diag¬ 
nosed 4 years ago, at the age 
of 30, with Stage IV Metasta¬ 
sized Breast Cancer which 
had already reached her 
bones. She applied through 
her oncologist, and within 3 
weeks received a call from 
Heidi Cohen of the Jack and 
Jill Foundation informing her 
that the family was accepted 
into the program. 

The LaFonds were in a 
quandary as to where to go; 
they knew they loved water 
sports, beaches and beautiful 
weather. Fortunately, with the 
recent addition of AirTran 
Airways flying to Aruba, this 
new destination was on the 
Jack and Jill roster, and the 
family was more than ready 
for their week in a tropical 
paradise. Starwood Resorts, 
the parent company of the 
Westin, is a staunch supporter 
of the program, and Toni and 
the family were surprised and 
thrilled to have General Man¬ 
ager Richard Roy personally 
meet them at the airport to 
bring them to their “home in 
Aruba” for the past week. 

“This week has been ex¬ 
actly what we needed,” ex¬ 


pressed Toni and Scott, “it is 
way beyond anything we ex¬ 
pected. We did not realize the 
Westin would give us every¬ 
thing, all inclusive, so we 
have had wonderful meals in 
the resort, and our every need 
has been looked after.

explains Scott, “no video 
game devices, no wireless, no 
TV unless we are all watch¬ 
ing together, this is family 
time. Time to enjoy without 
Toni’s condition shadowing 
everything we do; we have 
tucked that away for the time 
being.” 

Despite the condition that 
resulted in a prognosis of per¬ 
haps only weeks to live, Toni 
has hung on for 4 years. “I 
had gone to my gynecologist 
with a lump, but I was only 
29, so he dismissed it, saying 
women my age get lumps for 
all sorts of reasons,” Toni re¬ 
calls. “Then the pain started, 
mostly from my ribs to my 
hip, sometimes agonizing. 
We had been back and forth 
to the hospital, and they dis¬ 
covered many minute frac¬ 
tures. They even asked me if 
Scott was abusing me! Of 
course, it was the cancer, 
which had metastasized to 
my bones. Finally, after a 
year of frustration, we tried a 
different hospital, and within 
an hour they diagnosed my 
cancer and admitted me. 
They were amazed when I 
walked out of the hospital a 
few weeks later, they didn’t 
expect me to leave there 
alive.” 

Toni’s greatest fear for the 
past 2 months was that her 
condition would interfere 


with their vacation, as she 
began chemotherapy just be¬ 
fore they were informed of 
being awarded the trip. For¬ 
tunately, this was not the 
case, and they have had a 
wonderful, memorable week 
on Aruba. “It was everything 
we could hope for and more,” 
they uniformly agree. Scott, 
who was in the Navy and 
traveled extensively, consid¬ 
ers Aruba the most beautiful 


places he has ever seen. Their 
busy days have provided Toni 
with “the most restful nights 
I have known in months. We 
are also particularly im¬ 
pressed with the friendliness 
and warmth of the Arubans. 
Everywhere we went, though 
they had no idea of our situa¬ 
tion, people were eager to 
help us in any way they 
could.” 

Toni does offer one partic¬ 
ular piece of advice to other 
young women after her expe¬ 
rience. “I have learned you 
have to take charge of your 
health, we tend to accept 
what doctors say and just 
continue to suffer. If one doc¬ 
tor is not giving you answers, 
then go to another, don’t let 
them dismiss your pain.” 

The LaFonds return today 
to their lives and the ever¬ 
present medical bills, but for 
the past week “have just been 
having a great time being 
silly and laughing. We 
haven’t had much of that over 
the last few months.” 

Sadly, Jill Albert lost her 
battle against cancer in 2006, 
leaving behind a husband and 
teenage children, who now 
carry on her legacy through 
the foundation.

Wall Street eyes worst week after mixed data 


NEW YORK — Stocks were 
little changed yesteriday, with 
all three indexes on track for 
their worst week in six weeks 
as mixed economic data did lit¬ 
tle to convince investors of the 
recovery’s strength. 

US retail sales rebounded 
last month, as did the overall 
Consumer Price Index for July, 
but the data pointed to an econ¬ 
omy that has slowed consider¬ 
ably in recent months. 

Consumer sentiment stabi¬ 
lized this month after a sharp 
drop in July, the Thomson 
Reuters/University of Michi¬ 
gan Surveys’ preliminary Au¬ 
gust reading showed. Mean¬ 
while, the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said business inventories 
rose more than expected in 
June. 


Positive corporate earnings 
and improved technicals 
helped the market rally 
through July and early August. 
But sentiment soured this 
week after the Federal Reserve 
gave a darker assessment of 
the economy. 

The S&P 500 also relin¬ 
quished its hold on the 200-day 
moving average that had gen¬ 
erated some positive momen¬ 
tum and was trading below its 
50-day moving average yester¬ 
day. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average edged up 8.02 points, 
or 0.08 percent, at 10,327.97. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
Index dipped 0.95 points, or 
0.09 percent, to 1,082.66. The 
Nasdaq Composite Index 
eased 6.35 points, or 0.29 per¬ 


cent, to 2,183.92. 

The three major indexes 
were on track for their biggest 
weekly decline in six weeks 
and were also in negative ter¬ 
ritory for the year. 

The consumer discre¬ 
tionary index .GSPD weighed 
on the broader market follow¬ 
ing the data and disappointing 
outlooks from upscale retailer 
Nordstrom Inc and department 
store chain J.C. Penney Co 
Inc. 

Nordstrom tumbled 5.9 
percent to $31.47 and Penney 
lost 3.6 percent to $20.05. The 
consumer index was down 0.6 
percent. 

The Dow got a lift from 
Boeing Co (BA.N), up 1 per¬ 
cent at $65.35, after Southwest 
Airlines Co (LUV.N) said it 


may add Boeing’s 737-800 
planes to its fleet as part of its 
domestic network. 

Education company shares 
were hit as brokerages cut 
price targets and the govern¬ 
ment said it will hire more in¬ 
vestigators to prevent fraud by 
for-profit colleges. 

Apollo Group Inc 
(APOL.O) pressured the Nas¬ 
daq, dropping 3.5 percent to 
$39.04.

Kite surfing or kiteboarding is 
a surface water sport that uses 
the wind to pull a rider through 
the water on a small surfboard 
or a kiteboard (similar to a 
wakeboard). Generally kite¬ 
boarding refers to a style of 
riding known as freestyle or 
wake-style, whereas kitesurf¬ 
ing is more "wave-riding” ori¬ 
ented. These two styles usually 
require different boards and 
specific performance kites. 

A kitesurfer or kiteboarder 
uses a board with or without 
foot-straps or bindings, com¬ 
bined with the power of a large 
controllable kite to propel the 
rider and the board across the 
water. In 2006, the number of 
kitesurfers has been estimated 


at around 150,000 to 210,000, 
with 114,465 inflatable kites 
sold that same year. 

The sport is becoming safer 
due to innovations in kite de¬ 
sign, safety release systems, 
and instructions. Riding styles 
have evolved to suit riders and 
conditions, such as wakestyle, 
waveriding, freestyle, freeride, 
jumping, and cruising. 

Kitesurfing started on the 
island in 1998. Armando 
Wester, a professional wind¬ 
surfer and certified instructor, 
and his buddies were the first 
ones to introduce Kitesurfing 
to the island of Aruba. 

Since then, they have got¬ 
ten more than 5,000 visitors 
and locals hooked on this new 


adrenaline rush sport.

Murray turned in an impres¬ 
sive performance to bring 
David Nalbandian's 11-match 
winning streak to an end with 
a 6-2, 6-2 quarter-final vic¬ 
tory at the Toronto Masters 
on Friday. 

The fourth-seeded Murray 
will now face either world 


number one Rafael Nadal or 
Germany's Philipp 

Kohlschreiber for a place in 
the semi-finals. 

f T played very well,” said 
Murray, who had been beaten 
in two previous meetings 
with the muscular Argentine, 
a former world number three 
whose career has been hit by 


recent injuries. 

”1 knew I had to play ag¬ 
gressive and take charge. If 
you don't, he will dictate play 
and make you run. I took 
charge and it worked. I knew 
form the start that I would 
have to play my best today.” 

Murray, who took just 69 
minutes to seal victory, won 
the Canadian title a year ago 
in Montreal but has struggled 
this season after reaching the 
Australian Open final seven 
months ago where he lost to 
Roger Federer. 

But he showed signs of a 
recovery last month in Los 
Angeles where he lost the 
final to Sam Querrey despite 
holding a match point. 

The Scot's game proved 
ultra-sharp from the start 
against Nalbandian, who won 
the Washington title last 
weekend after coming back 
from three months away with 
a hamstring pull. 

In May 2009, the South 
American underwent hip sur¬ 
gery, missing the remainder 
of the season. 

Murray's consistent show¬ 
ing was in contrast to his 
patchy winning effort in the 
previous round when he rode 
a roller-coaster before over¬ 
coming Frenchman Gael 
Monfiles in three sets after 
dropping the second 6-0. 

In the evening session, 
third seed Federer will face a 
Wimbledon re-match with 
Czech Tomas Berdych, who 
upset him in the quarter-fi¬ 
nals at the All England Club.

Russian teen Anastasia 
Pavlyuchenkova recovered 
from a 5-1 deficit in the first 
set and outlasted Belgium's 
Yanina Wickmayer 7-5, 3-6, 
6 - 1 . 

It was the ninth match tri¬ 
umph in a row for the Russ¬ 
ian, who is coming off a title 
at Istanbul. 

Russian star Maria Shara¬ 
pova and France's Marion 
Bartoli meet in a later quar¬ 
ter-final for the chance to 
meet Pavlyuchenova in Sat¬ 
urday's other semi-final.

Els three putted the final 
hole the last time the PGA 
Championship was held at 
Whistling Straits in 2004 to 
just miss joining eventual 
winner Vijay Singh and two 
others in a playoff. 

"I played well here last 
time," Els said. "I am reading 
the greens quite well. We will 
see how it goes." 

Noh, who is playing in his 
first PGA Championship, be¬ 
come the second youngest 


winner in European Tour his¬ 
tory earlier this year by win¬ 
ning the Malaysian Open. 

"I am so happy," the 19- 
year-old Noh said. "I came 
here as an invite and I wanted 
to play as well as I can. I won 
the Malaysian Open and that 
gave me a lot of confidence." 

Noh is playing in his third 
major of the season. He tied 
for 40th at the US Open but 
missed the cut at the British 
Open at St. Andrews. 

The players picked up 
where they left off at 9:40 am

drawn from next week's two 
million-dollar WTA event in 
Montreal due to a nagging 
left knee injury that has frus¬ 
trated her US Open prepara¬ 
tions. 

The US veteran also with¬ 
drew from this week's event in 
Cincinnati, meaning she will 
join her sister Serena in miss¬ 
ing the two top tuneup events 
for the year's final Grand Slam 
tournament that begins Au¬ 
gust 30 in New York. 

"The pain that I am expe¬ 
riencing in my knee has un¬ 
fortunately not gone away," 


Williams said in a statement 
issued by tournament offi¬ 
cials. 

Venus Williams would 
have played in Montreal for 
the first time. 

Instead, the seven-time 
Grand Slam champion has 
not played a top-level singles 
match since she was ousted 
from the Wimbledon quarter¬ 
finals by 82nd-ranked Tsve- 
tana Pironkova of Bulgaria 
on June 29. 

The only remaining US 
Open tuneup event possible 
for either Williams sister 
would be at New Haven in 
the week before the US 
Open. 


Ronaldinho 
tips Pato and 
Coutinho to 
shine 

ROME (AFP) - Brazilian su¬ 
perstar Ronaldinho has tipped 
two countrymen to star in 
Serie A this season: AC Milan 
team-mate Pato and teenage 
midfielder and new Inter 
Milan signing Coutinho. 

The 30-year-old, once the 
most exciting player in the 
world and twice world player 
of the year, enjoyed something 
of a mini revival last season 
following two disappointing 
campaigns. 

While his burst of pace of 
old is long gone, Ronaldinho 
still showed flashes of the bril¬ 
liance that turned him into a 
superstar during his Barcelona 
days. 

And while talk surrounding 
Ronaldinho these days focuses 
more often on his expanding 
waistline or nocturnal activi¬ 
ties, the former Paris St Ger¬ 
main star said it is his 
compatriots who people 
should keep their eyes on this 
season. 

"Pato has great ability and 
he's very motivated, it will be 
his season, he'll score many 
goals," he told La Gazzetta 
dello Sport. 

"But watch out for another 
young talent, he's just arrived 
but he's destined to make his 
mark: Coutinho. The future is 
his." 

Pato was a sensation in his 
first year and a half at Milan, 
holding down a regular first 
team spot an impressing with 
his pace and finishing. 

But after a good start to last 
term, injuries affected the sec¬ 
ond half of his season and he 
missed out on the Brazil World 
Cup squad. 

Attacking midfielder 
Coutinho, 18, has just been 
signed by Inter and is believed 
to be one of the main reasons 
the Italian champions are pre¬ 
pared to let Mario Balotelli 
leave. 

Looking ahead to the new 
title race, Ronaldinho pre¬ 
dicted there would be no sur¬ 
prises. 

"Inter have lost (Jose) 
Mourinho, one of the best 
coaches in the world, but I 
think the fight will be the usual 
one," he added. 

"That means between the 
champions (Inter), us, Juven- 
tus and AS Roma." 


LONDON (AFP) - America's 
Tyson Gay followed up his 
Stockholm triumph over 
Usain Bolt by clocking the 
fastest 100m time this season 
to clinch the London Diamond 
League meeting on Friday. 

Gay won in 9.78sec in mis¬ 
erable, damp conditions at 
Crystal Palace to easily see off 
Jamaica's Yohan Blake 
(9.89sec) and Trinidad's 
Richard Thompson 

(10.05sec). 

"The last few weeks have 
been really great," said Gay, 
who sent Olympic champion 
and world record holder Bolt 
to a first defeat in two years in 
Stockholm last week. 

Bolt refused on financial 
grounds to take part in London 
before then pulling out of the 
rest of the season with back 
pain. 

Former world record holder 
Asafa Powell pulled out of the 


meet earlier in the week, also 
because of a back injury. 

Gay's time on Friday 
eclipsed the previous best this 
season of 9.82sec, set by both 
Bolt and fellow Jamaican 
Asafa Powell. 

Walter Dix of the United 
States was supposed to be 
Gay's big rival in the sprint, 
but finished last after appear¬ 
ing to injure himself. 

Gay’s time was superb con¬ 
sidering the conditions were 
not the best for sprinting. 

"It feels good," added Gay. 
"I just prayed to get through 
the race healthy because my 
groin was getting a little tight. 
I had to make sure I stayed 
warm so I didn't pull any¬ 
thing." 

Heavy rain came down just 
before the meet began, leaving 
the track drenched and caus¬ 
ing problems for the early 
competitors.
